L. U. BARTLETT, 
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Professor 'T. L. Haeeker said at the, 
meeting of the Connecticut Dairymen'. 
association that wheu he took charge 
of the dairy hei'd at the Minnesota ex 
periineut station he determined to know 
the cost of production. Since then they 
hav'e weighed er'ery pound of feed 
given the animals, knori'n its cost, 
weighed all the milk and tested it for 
butter fat, At the end of the first year 
they found that some produced butter 
fat at a cost of 12 cents a pound, others 
at 17 cents and the I'est ranging be¬ 
tween those two rates. Some of them 
made but little over 200 pounds of but¬ 
ter in a year, and others gave over 399 
pounds. The breed made little differ 
once, as some Sbortborns made cheap 
butter and some Jerseys costly butter. 
Size or color bad nothing to do with it. 

All the cows that made the cheap 
butter -u’ere set on one side, and they 
were of the genuine dairy type, light 
quarters and a heavy jvedge shaped 
barrel. Those that made the costly 
butter were sleek, nice looking animals 
that -nmuld answer the description of 
the general purpose cow. A good dairy 
cow should have a sharp spine, shai'i: 
hip hone’s and sharply developed nerv- 
oiis system. She should have a large 
wedge shaped stomach, that she may 
have a large and powerful digestive 
system to use up her food. The poor 
cow has a straight thigh, with no 
space between thigh and udder on one 
side and the tail on the other. There 
should be plenty of rpom between the 
tail and udder. By seleetiou of cows 
of dairy type, not high priced stock 
but the common dairy type, he brought 
his entire herd last year to an average 
of 399 pounds of butter per cow, at a 
cost of 4.2 cents per pound for the food 
given. One cow gave 612 pounds of 
butter during the ye.ar. 

Some part of this* ga|u may be due 
to the careful feeding 'of balanced ra 
tions, saving a cent wherever they can 
For grain feeds they use bran and bai¬ 
ley, largely coarse bran, and liardly con¬ 
sider middlings fit for bedding. The 
cows are in the stable only about twc^ 
hours a day. They are put in at 5 a 
mi, fed and milked, then turned into s 
covered barnyard where nmniiig watei 
and salt are accessible at all times. At 
5 p. m. they are put in again, fed and 
milked, tlien turned out. The y.ard is 
kept bedded with sawdust and shav 
Ings, that they may not eat any fodder 
except that given in the stable. 

Each co-u' is given all she will con¬ 
sume, the food being gradually increas¬ 
ed to learn her capacity. When she has 
a balanced ration, she will uot eat more 
than she can digest, hut will begin to 
leave a little in the trough; then it is 
time to reduce the amount to what she 
will clean up readily and heartily.’

St.ahles must be warmed by the heat 
from the bodies of the cows there con¬ 
fined. This can never be done when 
drafts of air go In at any crack and go 
out at a corresponding crack opposite. 
Nor can sanitation be attained when 
the cows are shut up In a dark stable 
and all air and light excluded, s.ays the 
New York Tribune. That is a hot¬ 
house for lung troubles and coughing 
cattle. The milking cow needs warmth, 
a change of air and comfort. This 
means a stable of pretty nearly uni 
form temperature, lots of sunlight, a 
dry bed and water not far away. This 
is all possible with small outlay. Then 
we have the sanitary stable. It makes 
small dlflfereuce which way the Koch 
theory is decided. Buyers -want clean 
milk, pure milk and milk free from 
foreign flavors. The law is Becoming 
more strenuous every day In the mat¬ 
ter, and It will he enforced In the main, 
no matter who suffers.

As soon as the stables are cleaned 
sprinkle a quart of dust behind each 
cow, then add the absorbent, and if 
the owner tvlll prevent the Wet places 
about the stable and attend to keeping 
tlie bedding dry there is no reason why 
the stable should uot he so sanitary 
that the finest and best mine in the 
world can be made In it, the best prod- 
nets'seeurod and the stable smells and 
tastes wholly eliminated. 

Floors of Barns, 

The floor of cow stables should ho 
made on the g^roiAid itself and not a 
“bridge” above the soil, the space bc< 
netltli to beoomo a cavern of foul 
smells and the source of ascendlng.i 
gases. A floor made of grout and ce- 
nioilt on the ground itself is both dry 
and free from frost and can ho made 
by the use of bedding and ahsorhenta 
ns nearly perfect ns Is possible In cattle 
housing. 

Cnftle Mnst Have lilelit. 

Light is one of the most prominent 
factors in stable sanitation. Plenty of 
windows and sunlight are iiocossal’y— 
the stable so built that the largest 
ninount of sunlight possible shall fall 
Into it and on to the floors and the 
stock. That means a dry stable, free 
from dampness, and a natural raethoe 
of killing microbes and putting elec 
trlclty Into the hair of the cows—some¬ 
thing that light and sunlight can do 
butter than anything else.

RpW to A-vold £3rror In .Selection and. 

Preparation. 

In view of the popular belief in the 
danger take feared from eating poison^ 
ous fish or from ptomaines contained 
in fish, the. conclusions arrived at by 
food specialists under the United 
States department of agriculture be¬ 
come of interest. While there are sev¬ 
eral species of fish which are actually 
poisonous, declare the experts, such 
fish are mostly confined to tropical 
waters and are seldom found in the. 
United States. Fish may contain par- 
asites, some of which are injurioris to 
mail. These are, however, destroyed 
by the thorough cooking to ■v\'hich fish 
Is iisually subjected. The formation of 
ptomaines quite generally accompanies 
putrefaetioii, and therefore great care 
should he fakeu to eat fish only when It 
is iu perfectly good condition. Fish 
which has been frozen and after thaw¬ 
ing kept for a time before It is cooked 
Is eispecially likely to contain injurious 
ptomaines. Canned fish should never 
he allowed to remain long in the can 
after opening, hut should be used at 
once, on account of the possibility of 
danger from the combined action of 
the can contents and oxygen of the air 
upon the lead of tlie solder or the can 
itself. 

Most physiologists regard fish as a 
particularly desirable food for persons 
of sedentary habits, as it usually con¬ 
tains less f.at than is found in meat. 
.In- digestibility it ranks with lamb. 
The leaner fish, such as cod, haddock, ' 
peroh, pike, blueflsh, etc., are more 
readily digested than the fatter kinds, 
such as trout, salmon, shad and mack¬ 
erel.

Different "Vie-ws of Tlieir Value as 
Pood Por Cows. 

Hoard’s Dairyman says of small po¬ 
tatoes as food for cows that “twenty 
pounds per day is generally accepted 
' as the m.aximum amount that should 
be fed. If small potatoes are fed, they 
should be carefully cut into angular 
I pieces to avoid danger Of choking. Fed 
in this amount, it is not considered 
that they -will appreciably affect the 
quality of the milk. They should not 
be cooked for cows, hut for swiue 
should be cooked and mixed with meal. 
We should much prefer feeding them 
to swine, and for this purpose four and 
one-half pounds of potatoes ai-e equiv¬ 
alent to one pound of ground corn.” * 

Commenting on the foregoing, Aiper- 
ican Cultivator says: “To the first two 
statements we do not object. The oth¬ 
ers, we think, are all wrong, and we 
write from results of our own experi¬ 
ence. To give a cow twenty pounds of 
potatoes a day, small or barge, will 
make a thin, watery milk, and small 
ones more so than large ones, because 
many of them are unripe. If wo fed 
that amount of potatoes, "we would add 
not less than t-nm quarts of cornmeal 
to the daily grain ration to keep the 
milk up to the standard unless the cow 
was very near to comiug in frSsh, in 
which case it would probably remove 
some of the viscous or sticky proper¬ 
ties of the milk.

We have already spoken of the 
frustration of our hopes of the best 
results from the visit to this coun¬ 
try of the heir to the throne, by 
reason of the caricatures of Canada 
in the correspondence connected 
therewith of the great London jour¬ 
nals. These we will attribute not 
to deliberate design, but to initial 
ignorance and an unwillingness 
as , they went along to take the 
trouble to master the details of 
their business. They knew noth¬ 
ing to start with, and they learnt 
nothing on their travels. We have 
another misrepresentation to add 
to the already long list. Summing 
up in oracular and grandiose style 
his impressions of the royal tour, 
the representative of the London

“Moreover, this much I know 
and I have indicated by telegram, 
when’you go further than the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Bailway, even in Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway carriages, 
you fare very considerably worse. 
You are on a line that does not 
pay, and you see why; it is because 
it is ill-managed. Now the line 
that does not pay its owners is 
also of very little value to the pub¬ 
lic, and the line that does pay is 
really useful to the public. That 
is why, to use a sporting term, I 
am a backer of the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway.” 

If xhe real truth were known, we 
will be bound *to say it would be 
found that this sportsman-like 
gentleman “backed’’ the one and 
wrote disparagingly of the other 
for a very different reason.

1 pay its debt to the Canadian Gov- 
erninent. Mr. Hays, Mr. Reeve 
and their zealous, well-trained and 
hard-worked staff of officers and 
men are entitled to fair treatment,

The Habit of Starting Right. ' 

XJulesfi there has been a marked 
change in humnn inature diiring 
the past year, as many people will 
begin J902 with a series of good, if 
not actually new, resolutions as be¬ 
gan the preceding year under simi¬ 
lar conditions. Not all of these 
will subscribe to a completely for¬ 
mulated contract for improved be^ 
bavior—the majority, in fact, will 
resolve Bub-consciousljL But the 
yearly makingof I'esoliitions comes 
so pat Avith the first of Januai’j’ 
that the custom has an indefinite 
aiid altogether fortunate tenacity. 

It has often been repeated that 
these good resolutions, are like 
glass, balls in that they are made 
tor the sole purpose of being brok*. 
en. The figure shows au inade¬ 
quate knoAvledge of the uses of 
glass balls; before breaking they 
are intended to serve a more u.se- 
fu! purpose in training the eye and 
hand of a marksman, A good res¬ 
olution, even when broken, gives 
mental training very much in the 
same fashion. The process of 
making it and of honestly trying 
to carry it out is a long and neces¬ 
sary first step toward the mental 
.strength that makes a human be¬ 
ing actually master of his own ac: 
tions. A faculty /or comfort, for 
exampio, is a pleasant thing to car¬ 
ry on a journey, but laziness is a 
useless piece of baggage. 

Successful resolutions, all comic 
Avriters to the contrar.y, are really 
made on the fli'st of .every Januarj’, 
bub they depend, like genuinely 
successful politics, much more on 
common sense than on emotional 
impulse. A man who has been 
intemperate in his own comfort— 
to keep to the one concrete exam¬ 
ple of laziness, or to its even worse” 
form, procrastination—can hax’dly 
leap into activity and hold the 
pace very long at a time. Fie can, 
however, divide his daily existence 
into two parts, during one of which 
be may busily tie up t he loose ends 
of his occupations, and during the 
other devote himself to doing noth¬ 
ing with all -the success to be ex¬ 
pected of his past experience. Ev¬ 
en if he fails in the effort the at¬ 
tempt is something, toward a fu¬ 
ture success along the same line of 
endeavor. There is much more 
reason to respect tixe man who 
makes and breaks a yearly set of 
resolutions than to respect the dis¬ 
couraged individual who gives up 
frying after a few failures. 

If the whole nation should start 
out to keep the same resolution 
the real value of Individual en¬ 
deavor would stand out more Clear- 
Ij’, and the I'esult, one may be op¬ 
timistic enough to believe, might 
prove a revelatiott to those vvho 
advance the broken-glass theorjL 
There is the subject of good citizen¬ 
ship, for instance. We have l-e- 
centlj' seen, in one case, the result 
that follows when a Avhoie commu¬ 
nity becomes vitally intel’esled in 
its politics, and in another the re¬ 
sult that comes from a merely con¬ 
ventional interest. Suppose that 
eA'ei’y citizen in the country should 
resolve for one year to undei'stand 
political questions, to think Tor 
himself, and to act up to his con¬ 
victions. Even counting those 
Who fail by the wayside, the re- 
suit might bring back the general¬ 
ly informed political eai’nestness 
of our first naliou.al elections; and 
the actual power felt by each man, 
in the strength of his own know.l- 
odge, might go far to reaffirm that 
resolution universally on the first 
of Januai’y.—Saturday Evening
